to mature. 


Other suggestions that might 


be made are to replace some of 
the spring grains with fall rye, in

'RUSSIAN THISTLE CONTROL 


(Experimental Farm Note) 

Russian thistle is only an an- 
nual, and its seed is not of long 
vitality in the soil,so by all the 
rules of the game it ought to be 
casily controlled; but this .does 
not by any means always result. 
Indeed there are large areas in 
the prairie provinces, and a few 
small areas elsewhere in Canada 
where it has the farmer worry- 
ing. Thesé are almost without 
exception areas of dry, more or. 
less sandy; and espécially drift- 
ing soils, In south-western Mani- 
toba and the dry belt ofthe pro- 
vinces to the west, the succession 
of dry years has given’ Russian 
thistle ideal conditions for in- 
creas. In adjoining areas equal- 
ly exposed to infestation for al- 


years, it occurs chiefly on rail- 
way sidings, and may never be 
an aggressive farm weed, for the 
simple reason that it had not the

WARNING! USE CARE 
BURNING GRASS OR STUBBLE 

This paper believes that it should 
issue a warning concerning the dam- 
age that can result from grass» and 
stubble fires, once they” get beyond 
control. 

The growing séason of 1923 prods. 
ed. such a luxuriant stand of grass and 
grain that it-is nearly impossible to 
properly plow many, of the fields with- 
out first burning off the stubble, This 
work has been going on for a couple], 
of weeks now, and already several 
granarics, some of which contained 
grain, have Lecn destroyed. Some of 
these losses have been occasioned by 
people who have not. lived in| the 
country, long, and are not aware of 
the danger which lurks in a careless- 
ly guarded fire. The same applies to 
burning in. town, only ona lesser scale 

It woukl be well to remember the 

‘following ‘Don'ts” before lighting the 
match in these days of high winds: 
_ Don't set a fire out at noon unless 
the area to be burned is well guard- 
ed, even then it is better to’ back firs 
against the wind, 

Don’t set out fire'unless-you are pro 
vided with wet bags and water close 
by in pails or barrels, 

Don't think you are the only ‘one in 
ierested should the fire get away. 
Your neighbors are depending on your 
carefulness, and should the fire do 
to them,,: they can hold: you 
responsible for the damage sustained. 

A quiet evening is the only safe: 
| time ‘to burn, ang it is then tlrat fire 
guards can be made perfectly safe by 
back firing.

WILD OATS ERADICATION 


‘Experimental Farms: Note) 

Wild oats will ‘not germinate 
except during the spring and: 
early summer, they will not ger- 
minate on top of the ground nor 
below: a. depth of three or four 
inches and they will not germin- 
ate in soil deficient in moisture 
and wild oats will retain their 
vitality in the soil for several 
years. ‘These are the facts on 
which must. be based the methods 
of treating land imfested with 
wild oats. To treat wild oats 
théy must be induced to germin- 
ate and this can only be done in 
the spring within the top three 
inches of soil. 

As early as possible in spring, 
harrow: the infested area and 
leave until the wild oat plants 
show above the ground which 
may be at any time between the 
first and fifteenth of May, de- 
pending upon the season. Plough 
then to a depth of three or four 
inches and sow. barley and oats 
for green feed. Few wild oats 
arc likely to appear in this crop. 
If during the previous season, 
ithe land has been shallow plowed 
or double disked after the crop 
was taken off, this treatment will 
be especially effective. 

If the land being treated is in- 
tended for fallow: the early spring 
cultivation can be carried out in 
May. However, instead of plow- 
ing shallow, apply the duekfoot 
culiivator or double dise and ear- 
ly in June ploy five. or six inches 
deep, Keep the weeds down for 
the remainder of the season and 
very few weeds are likely to ap- 
pear in the “grain ¢rop of the fol- 
lowing year, 

To eradicate wild oats follow 
edop and keep the hoed erop clean 
of weéds. The hoed erop may be 
potatoes or turnips or sunflowers
